eIVIC BILL PUT UNDER FIRE. 


SPRINGFIELD BUREAU CHICAGO TRIBUNE, 
| Springfield, Feb. 7: 


The Senate Committee on Municipalities | 


this afternoon referred all street car bills 
to a subcommittee consisting of Campbell, 
May, ‘Berry, Hall, and Leeper, with in- 
structions to report a substitute bill at a 
mecting to be held next Tuesday. | 

The House Committee on Municipal Cor- 
porations will meet tomorrow afternoon, 
and after hearing some statements from 
representatives of the Civic federation and 
the street car people, will refer all sureet 
car bills pending before that organization 
to a subcommittee of five. 

Then these two subcommittees, House and 
Senate, will get together and draft the sureet 
ear bill of the session. 

It looked last week as if all street car 
legislation would lag along until after the 
spring election in Chicago, but there is 
now apparént a decided change of senti- 
ment among a number of men who con- 
trol the branches of the General Assembly. 
Before Governor Tanner left on Sunday 
he told some of his legislative friends that 
the Allen bill must comé off the statute 
books; and as a majority of the Cook County 
members are pledged to its repeal, and many 
of the countrymen, for party reasons, are 
hostile to the law, there seems to be no 
tendency toward delay. 

The complexion of the new law is. be- 
coming more clear. There must either be 
a new statute altogether or else the horse 
and dummy act of 1874 must be put in the 
same condition it was before the Allen 
bill became a law. : 

A mere repeal of the Allen bill will not 
not do this. It would leave the horse and 
dummy act invalid by killing two of its 
best sections. 


Forecast of the Bill. 
. The idea seems to be in favor of a new 
bill, an@-tiifg can be accepted as about the 
proposition that will be evolved by the 
subcommittees of ten, reported to the full 
committees, and introduced in the House 
and Senate. 

The bill will in substance declare specifical- 
ly for the extension of the charters of street 
railway companies for a period of thirty 
years. Some members are jn favor of thirty- 
five years and ‘others twenty-five, so it is 
safe to say that thirty will be about the 
time agreed on. 

It will provide for a classification of the 
roads in the various cities, the idea being 
that some roads in the municipalities can 
haul passengers at a less cost than those 
in other municipalities. In other words, it 
is argued it costs less to transport pas- 
gengers in Springfield than it does in Chi- 
cago, and that is the reason street car tickets 
are to be had here “‘ six for a quarter.” 

The bill will provide, moreover, for a com- 
mission, and on that proposition comes the 
rub. The Governor wants representation on 


' the commission and the legislators, or a good 


many of them, want to divorce the matter 
so far as possible from State politics. 

The Governor will be insistent on this 
point, but he will find the subcommittee of 
the Senate four to one against him on this 
proposition. The House committee will 
probably be three to two against State 
supervision. 

The commission provided in the bill will 
probably consist of the Mayor, the Commis- 
sioner of Public Works, and one man to be 
elected, or else it will be made up of three 
elective members. 


Compensation in Cheap Fares. 
Compensation to the municipality will be 
thrown to the winds. The bili will be built 
along the lines of cheap fares, and in this 
respect will follow the suggestions of the 
Gcvernor’s message. No such thing as com- 
pensation in the way of money or by paving 
Streets from curb to curb or cleaning the 
Same is taiked of seriously here.

Nobody here seems toa know whether the 
Street railroad companies favor such a bill, 
Up to this time the street railroad com- 
panies have shown the utmost indifference 
as to the presence of the General Assembly. 
E. R. Bliss and C. L. Bonney: of Chicago 
are the only street railway people who have 
been here from Chicago. 

Maybe the Chicago companies will stand 
such a measure and maybe they won't. But 
these are the propositions, and the citizens 


of Chicago may as well be getting ready to { 


express themselves to their Representatives 
in the General Assembly on the matter. 

N. A. Partridge, representing the Civic 
federation of Chicago, this afternoon ap- 
peared. before the Senate Committee on 
Municipalities and gave a lengthy explana- 
tion Of the street railway bill introduced 
by Senator Campbell. 


Federation Bill Explained. 

“The old horse and dummy act,” he said, 
“is practically embodied in this bill. The 
time limit imposed by this bill is twenty- 
five years. Now street roads do not want 
any time limit at all. he old law was 
twenty years. At the beginning the street 
railway interests of Chicago were so incon- 
siderable that the limit did not much matter. 
The twenty-year limit covers the period of 
great growth in street railway interests in 
Chicago. That limit did not interfere with 
the railroads growing and making fair 
profits. 

“ By law it is now fifty years. I think 
twenty years is long enough, except in cases 
where street railroad companies are greatly 
Overcapitalized, like .the North and West 
Side companies of Chicago, whose capital- 
ization is considerably over $30,000,000, while 
their actual valuation would be something 
like $12,000,000. It Seemed to us that twenty- 
five years was about fair for these compa- 
nies, but there is nothing sacred about this 
twenty-five year limit; it is just a question 
of good judgment. , 

“Our bill contains a provision for a local 
board of control. The grant of an ordinance 
is nct an exercise of legislative power, but 
of the power to make contracts. A numer- 
ous legislative body ts not well adapted to 
make contracts. A small executive body 
is best fitted to negotiate these contracts. 
The constitution says it must be the local 
authorities; I take it that means they must 
be locally selected in some way. 

“The Mayor cannot evade responsibility 
for those acts placed in his power, and our 
theory is that the Mayor should have the 
authority to pass upon street railway ques- 
tions and should be responsible. 

‘* I] regard the interests of the people safer 
in the hands of a commission like the one 
provided than in the hands of a City Coun- 
cil. After this commission makes its report 
it goes to the City Council, which must ab- 
solutely reject or accept it, with no power to 
amend. | 

*“‘In twenty-five years we have not had 
in Chicago a Mayor who would have ac- 
cepted money for a street car franchise. On 
the contrary, we have scarcely had a Council 
where a majority would not do it.”’ 


Bill Under Fire. | 

“Your bill,” said Senator Curley, “ ap- 
pears to give street car companies the right 
to compete with and freeze out other public 
utilities. It seems to discriminate in favor 
of street car lines. It forbids street car com- 
panies to compete with or parallel other 
lines, but it empowers them to compete with 
other utilities by furnishing electricity for 
private use. A good many papers through- 
out this State advocated the hanging of 
those of us who voted for the Allen bill, and 
I don’t think the Allen bill contains any 


| provision half as vicious this one.” 


Mr. Partridge said that this was not at all 
a basic principle of the bill, but simply a 
matter of condition or convénience. He 
thought that street cleaning especially could 
be better and more cheaply done in the way 
provided in-the bill. ; 

Senator Curley thought the power of re- 
newal advocated by Mr. Partridge would 
permit companies to hold their franchises 
for a hundred years or more, which he said 
was obviously a good deal worse than the 
Allen law. 

E. Raymond Bliss, attorney for the Chi- 
cago City railway company, and also a mem- 
ber of the Civic federation, was present, and 
was invited to follow Mr: Partridge, but 
said he had nothing in particular to say. 

Before the Subcommittee. 

The subcommittee was then appointed, 
and its session ran far into the night, and 
came to a finish without any definite conclu- 
sion.- J. L. Lombard and N. A. Partridge, 
representing the Civic federation; E. R. 
Bliss, solicitor for the Chicago City railway 
company; C. K. Minary, superintendent of 
the Springfield street railway line; and one 
or two other local street car men were in- 
vited to meet with the committee. 

The discussion took a wide range, the rep- 
resentatives of the Civic federation adhering 
closely to the proposition involved in their 
bill. 

The street car people were exceedingly 
wary, their aim appearing to be to get all 
information they could without saying what 
would be satisfactory to their companies. 

The hearing will probably be resumed to- 
morrow. It is possible that the bill to be 
presented may be drafted by next Tuesday, 
but this is doubtful. |

EAGAN RETAING FULL PAY 


‘SUSPENDED FROM OFFICE WITH- 


LOSS OF SALARY. 


OUT 


Can Be Restored in Time to Go on Re- 
tired List—President McKinley Re- 
bukes Him, but Lightens Punish- 
ment in View of Provocation and 
Previous Good Record—Sentence of 
Dismissal Overruled—Twelve War- 


ships to Be Built.

Washington, D. C., Feb. 7. 
Brigadier General Charles P. Eagan, Com- 


missary General of the United States army, 
was today by the or- 


ded der of the President 
suspended from rank 
and duty, but with 
full pay, for a period 
of six years, the find- 
ings of the court-martial having been ap- 
proved by the Chief Executive. This is 
the penalty imposed on the Commissary 
General for abusing the commanding Gen- 
eral of the army while giving testimony be- 
fore the War Investigating commission on 
Jan.°12. 

The court-martial that tried him found him 
guilty of conduct unbecoming an officer and 
The penalty fixed by the ar- 
ticles of war is dismissal from the service. 

General Eagan will continue to draw the 
pay of his rank, $5,500 a year, but is de- 
prived of an allowance for quarters, amount- 
ing in his case to $60 a month. When an 
officer of his rank is stationed where the 
government has no quarters an allowance of 
$12 a room is made, and he is entitled to five 
rooms. An allowance of $16 is also made for 
forage in the event he keeps horses. That is 
also cut off by his suspension. 

General Eagan retires on Jan. 16, 1905, 
but the period of his suspension runs to Feb. 
7, 1905. Unless the order of today should be 
remitted he cannot go on the retired list at 
that date, but ceases to be connected with 
the United States army, thus his pay would 
cease at the date of his retirement. An 
officer can ask to be retired at 64, but the 
President may retire an officer at the age of 
62. Thus in the case of General Eagan the 
President could remit the sentence of sus- 
pension on Jan. 16, 1903, and place General 
Eagan on the retired list so he could draw 
retired pay. Unless reélected President Mc- 
Kinley will be out of office at that date, 
however, and it would depend on the attitude 
of his successor whether General Eagan 
would be taken care of. 

The President had before him an unusual 
petition in this case, signed by six of the 
thirteen officers who found General Eagan 
guilty of conduct unbecoming an officer and 
a gentleman. Among them were Major 
General Merritt, Major General Butler, Ma- 
jor General S. M. B. Young. Brigadier Gen- 
eral Frank, and Colonel Francis Guenther. 
They asked the President to exercise execu- 
tive clemency. Attorney Worthington and 
friends of General Eagan also made strong 
pleas. The President could not refrain from 
administering a severe rebuke in expressing 
his disapproval of conduct such as General 
Eagan was found gullty of, characterizing 
it as ‘* obnoxious in the highest degree,” and 
saying: ‘ Such behavior is especially deserv- 
ing of condemnation in an officer 
high rank in time of great-emergency.”’ 

Friends of the guilty officer, afd especially 
those who are unfriendly to General Miles, 
find solace in the reference the President 
makes to the “ mitigating circumstances ” 

President McKinley's formal order is as 
follows: 

“The accused, after a trial by a court- 
martial composed of officers of high rank 
and distinguished services, has’ been found 
guilty of conduct unworthy an officer hold- 
ing a commission of the United States, and 
obnoxious in the highest degree to the disci- 
pline and good order of the military estab- 
lishment. Such behavior is especially de- 
serving of condemnation in an officer holding 
high rank in the army and charged with the 
performance of difficult and important ad- 
ministrative duties in a time of great public 
emergency, and from whom, when subjected 
to adverse criticism, an unusual degree of 
restraint and constant and unfailing self- 
control are confidently expected. 

“The proceedings, findings, and sentence

**In view, however, of his gallant conduct 
in battle, on more than one occasion, which 
merited and has received the warm com- 
mendation of his superiors, and of his long 
and honorable record of service, extending 
over a period surpassing in duration that 
usually allotted to a General, and having re- 
gard also to the mitigating circumstances 
which were developed during the trial of the 
case and in deference to the recommenda- 
tion of clemency submitted in his behalf,

The greatest injustice is to General 
Eagan’s successor at the head of the Com- 
missary department, for as long as General 
Eagan is continued in the service there can 
be no appointment to his position with the 
rank such an officer is entitled to. Thus 
Colonel Weston, or whoever may be Acting 
Commissdry General, must perform the serv- 
ice and bear the burden of responsibility, 
but not receive the pay or have the honor 
of the title General Eagan deprives him 
of for the next six years. General Swaim, 
the head of the legal corps, who was sus- 
pended, kept his acting successor from the 
full enjoyment of the rank and pay of the 
position for ten years.

The receipts of 
the office for the last year were $40,000. The 
population of over 25,000, with the North- 
western University, the Garrett Biblical In- 
stitute, and other institutions, is said by the 
committee to justify the immediate erection 
of a government building.

IL AND FEARS FORGERY. 


PARKER R. MASON, IN A COURT 
SUIT, ACCUSES HIS CHILDREN. 


Pioneer Distiller, Thought to Be Dying, | 


Alleges Fraudulent Transactions in 
Connection with Valuable Lake 
View Realty—His Son William, His 
Daughter Clara, and Her Husband, 
Edgar R. Steele, Are Made Defcnd- 
ants—Sketch of His Long Career. 


Parker R. Mason, one of Chicago's pioneer 
distillers, lies at the point of death at his 
residence, Waveland and Pine Grove ave- 
nues. His disease is dropsy. Yet, with all 
his illness, he has been able to make allcga- 
tions of fraud in the drawing and filing of a 
deed to property which he owns and values 
at $100,000. A bill in his behalf was filed 
yesterday in the Circuit Court. It specifies 
a five-acre tract in North Clark street, near 
Graceland Cemetery, comprising a résort 
known as Sunnyside Park. The cross strect 
is Montrose boulevard. Mr. Mason wants 
a half interest in this property decreed. 

The bill filed at the behest of the sick man 
sets up that the property was transferred 
by Mr. Mason in 1870 to his mother-in-law, 
Mrs. Sophronia Downing, to be held by her 
in trust for the benefit of himself and his 
wife, Mrs. Clara Mason. It is averred that 
a declaration of the trust was signed and 
kept by Mr. Mason»and aftcr the great fire 
it was believed this document had perished. 
In 1892 Mrs. Downing conveyed the premises 
covered by the agreement to her grand- 
children, Mrs. Clara E. Steele and Wiiliam 
Mason, children of Parker R. Mason. 

Mr. Mason further declares Mrs. Downing 
told him the deed was filed contrary to her 
wishes. In 1895 he found the supposed lost 
agreement in a packet of old papers hidden 
away in his Waveland avenue homestead. 
Then he goes on to assert in the bill thata 
pretended quit-claim deed, to which his sig- 
nature had been forged, now appears on the 
Recorder's books, dated Jan. 30, 1897. It is 
this alleged’ forgery whfch his bill attempts 
to overturn. 


Accuses His Children. 

The persons against whom the sick com- 
plainant brings the charge of causing the 
forgery of the deed are his son, Wiliam 
Mason, his daughter, Mrs. Clara E. Steele, 
and his son-in-law, Edgar R. Steele. These 
three are made principal defendants, and it 
is they against whom Mr. Mason now cher- 
ishes some ill-will. 

Dr. Dewey, who is connected with the 
Rush Medical College, and Dr. Scott, are 
the attending physicians at the bedside of 
the sick man. His wife is with him, too, and 
the many old friends he has among the po- 
licemen of the Town Hall Station are hts 
frequent visitors. 

Mr. Mason’s house is one of the unique 
landmarks of Lake View. It sets far back 
from Pine Grove avenue on a slight rise of 
ground and the east windows look out on the 
Sheridan road and the lake. The house ap- 
pears to be two houses one above the other. 
The lower part is brick. The upper part is 
much gmaller and of frameconstruction. It 
perches on the roof of the larger house lke 
a big dove cote. ' 

In the front yard is a huge bowlder that 
forms a picturesque feature of the vicinity. 
The approach to the house is over a long 
narrow walk elevated on stilts. 


Mr. career!’ Ader 


Mr. Mason is a wealthy man—is classed 
among the large landholders of Lake View. 
He accumulated his wealth in whisky im- 
mediately after the great fire of ’71. He 
came to this city many years ago from Ver- 
mont possessed of only a small amount of 
money. He invested his capital in a distil- 
lery on the North Side and soon after the 
fire extended the building from Illinois to 
Michigan street in Market. In these years 
his was the greatest business of its kind of 
the city. He lived in Lake View, then not a 
part of the city. 

All over the Market street region he was 
known e@mong the poor as “the man who 
buys the cofflins.’’ He gave liberally to all 
the poor in the vicinity and it was his cus- 
tum to furnish coffins for indigent people 
who died. Lie invested his money in real es- 
tate. He was an associate of Jacob Rehm, 
the old Chief of Police, and was known to the 
older inhabitants ofthe city. He was known 
as a benevolent man, who gave much, and ne 
acquired a reputation as a chemist. He has 
a private laboratory in his home, and has 


conducted many experiments there. He lias [ 


made some inventions, out of which he has 


realized profit. 

The home property, the Sunnyside Park, 
and a large piece of land opposite Electric 
Park, are among his possessions. 

Since his confinement to his house he has 
had his coffin prepared and has declared he is 


ready for a funeral. 


BURY THE BAD BEEF AT SEA. 


Over Ten Thousand Cans Intended for 
Cuban Poor Declared Unfit for 
Any Use.

Havana, Feb. 7.—The beef condemned here 


/ was part of a consignment of relief sup- 


plies for the poor of Havana. Many com- 
plaints had been made by the recipients, 
but no attention was paid to the matter 
until a case of canned beef fell while being 
handled. Several cans burst, and a nauseat- 
ing stench arose. On opening several other 
cans they were found In a similar condition. 


| All had to be condemned. 


The matter was reported to Inspector Gen- 
eral Breckinridge by Captain Noel Gaines, 
in charge of the relief station. A Board of 
Survey condemned 10,800 cans of beef, which 
have been towed out-to sea and sunk. : 

All the beef was Armour’s. No chemical 
investigation was made, but the board de- 
clared the beef had gone wrong through the 
cans rusting in the moist atmosphere and 
aHowing the air to enter. 

The tins were originally sent out to supply 
the troops in Porto Rico, hut were not land- 
ed. They were carried back ‘to the United 
States, and eventually reached Cuba. It 
was intended at first to give them to the 
troops here, but they were transferred about 
the middle of January to the poor relief'sta- 


tions.

Manila, Feb. 8, 10 a. m.—Lieutenant A. 
C. Alford, Company I, Twentieth Kansas 
Infantry, and a private of that company 
were killed and six other members of the 
regiment were wounded near Caloocan last 
evening while reconnoitering. The party 
was in a jungle when it was attacked by the 
enemy. 
Two companies of the Kansas regiment 
were sent to the relief of their comrades and 
drove the Filipinos into Caloocan, penetrat< 
ing to the heart of the town. Meanwhile — 
the gunboats shelled the suburbs. 
General Otis finally recalled the troops, 
but the natives, misunderstanding the re- 
treat, failed to take advantage of it. The 
outskirts of the town were burned. é 


Desperadoes in Manila. 

Manila, Feb. 7—8 p. m.—There are many 
indications that Manila is full of desperadoes 
who had intended to codperate with Aguin- 
aldo. The police are continually capturing 
men and women with weapons concealed in 
their clothing. The vigilance of the author- 
ities in this respect is highly reassuring. 

Many native clerks, employed by mercan- 
tile houses, are missing. As it is hardly 
-possible they could have passed the lines, 
the inference is they are in hiding in the 
ety. _ 

Several attempts were made to assassinate 
Americans on the streets, but that danger 
is now ata minimum. The natives are 
thoroughly cowed. They have been swept 
in every direction, like pheasants in a bat- 
tue, to die by hundreds in the trenches—for 
the most part passively, except the 
Ygorotes, who charge desperately and use- 
easly-and they seem to realime the hope- 
lessness of further resistance. -~’ 

The rebel prisoners déclare their attack 
was unpremeditated, that the outposts fired,. 
and then everybody followed in accordance 
with a sort of general understanding. 


Fire at Truce Flag. 

A Filipino Colonel came out-this morning 
from Caloocan under a flag of truce. Sev- 
eral American officers promptly went to 
meet him, but when the parties met ‘the 
Filipinos opened fire. The Filipino apolo- 
gized for the conduct of his troops and re- 
turned to his lines. 

The American troops are being promptly 
furnished with supplies of all kinds, hos- 
pital attendance is supplied up to the firing 
line, and, in brief, all the wants of the 
American troops are met immediately Dy the 
different military departments whose duty 
it is to attend to such matters. 

Artificer Hays of Company I of the Colo- 
rado regiment, discovered the missing parts 
of the pumping machinery of the water 
works buried in a coal pile at Singalon 
station. 

The machinery will soon be in working 
order again and the employés having prom- 
ised to return to work, it is improbable that 
the threatened water famine will occur. 


Proclamation by Aguinaldo. 

Aguinaldo’s proclamation of Saturday 
says: 

1 order and command: 

First—That peace and friendly relations with the 

Americans be broken, and that the latter be treated 
as enemies, within the limite prescribed by thé 
laws of war. . : 
Second—That the Americans captured be held 
as prisoners of war. 
Third—That this proclamation be communicated 
to the Consuls and that congress order and accord a 
suspension of the constitutional guarantee, result- 
ing from the declaration of war. 


Aguinaldo’s proclamation of Monday says 
the outbreak of hostilities was “ unjustly 
and unexpectedly provoked by the Amerti- 
cans,” refers to his manifesto of Jan. 8, 
publishing the alleged grievances of the Fili< 
pinos at the hands of the army of occupa- 
tion, and to the “ constant outrages and 
taunts which have been causing misery to 
the Manilans,” and refers to “ the uséless 
conferences’’ and “‘contempt shown for 
the Filipino government ”’ as proving a “ pre- 
meditated transgression of justice and ‘ib- 


erty.” 
Says Slavery Is Bitter. 

The rebel leader also refers to the former 
losses of the Filipinos, but says “ slavery is 
bitter,”” and calls upon them to “ sacrifice 
all upon the altar of honor and national in- 
tegrity.”’ 

He insists that he tried to avoid, as far 
as possible, an armed conflict, but claims 
that all his efforts ** were useless before the 
unmeasured pride of the Americans,” whom 
he charges as having treated him as a rebe! 
“ becagse I defended the interests of m} 
country and would not become the instru- 
ment of their dastardly intentions.”’ 

Aguinaldo concludes by saying: 

*“ Be not discouraged. Our independence 
was watered freely by the blood of martyrs, 
and more will be shed in the future té 
strengthen it. Remember that efforts are 
not to be wasted that ends may be gained 
It ig indispensable to adjust our actions io 
the rules of law and right and to learn to 
triumph over our enemies,”’ 

The loss of the rebels may be gathered 
from the fact that sixteen of them were 
buried in one rice fleld on Monday neai 
Pasas and that eighty-seven were buried 
between Paco and Santa Ana. 

A converted river gunboat dd terribie 
execution among the rebels, sweeping beth 
banks of the river with its gatling gua 
and heavier battery, and hundreds of Fill- 
pinos undoubtedly crawled into the cane- 
brakes and died there.

ELA SPEAKS FOR MASSES. 


SAYS PRESENT CONDITIONS MAY PRE- 
CIPITATE A REVOLUTION. 


Addresses the Commercial Association 
at the Great Northern Hotel and 
Warns the Members to Provide for 
the People’s Welfare—Should Rec- 
ompense Them for Structure on 
Lake Front—General John C, Black 
Is Chosen President at Election, 


The Chicago Commercial association yes- 
terday elected officers and directors for 1899 
and in the evening held a banquet at the 
Great Northern Hotel. It passed resolutions 
indorsing the bill to permit the erection of 
a permanent exposition building and peo- 
ple’s palace in the Lake Front Park, and 
petitioning the President and Congress to 
establish a Department of Commerce and 
Industry. 

John W. Ela made an impressive appeal 
for the more popular features of the pro- 
posed improvement. He declared the time 
was coming when nine-tenths of the people 
of the country would be wage earners with- 
out hope except fora revulsicn of the pend@- 
lum that is now swinging toward consolida- 
tion of industry and monopolization of op- 
portunity. He said self-interest dictated 
that while the merchants were constructing 
on the people’s park a building for commer- 
cial purposes they do something to SO ten to 
the people the economic changes now taking 
place. It might retard for a time the revul- 
sion which was, perhaps, inevitable.

“The first thing I read was trusts capital- 
ized at $500,000,000 had been launched this 
month. At the present rate of progress 
it will not be long before one-tenth of the 
people of this city and of the country will 
contirol its productive wealth and nine- 
tenths will be wage-earners. I do not 
blame Chicago for its share in this develop- 
ment. I know it is natural, but I ask, 
When Its the reaction going to set in? What 
will be the redistribution and where will 
It take place? 

‘**A more practical question is, What are 
we doing for the other nine-tenths while we 
help ourselves. You gentlemen contem- 
plate putting up a building on the people’s 
park to further these commercial ends 
which are making such gigantic strides. 
What will you do for the people whose 
property the park is? 

‘*London has the great People’s Palace, 
lighted and heated by its business-men. It 
has promenades and cheap refreshments 
and affords opportunity for education and 
diversion. In times such as these the peo- 
ple must be entertained. Where do you sup- 
pose the half million who throng our parks 
in summer are spending their winter even- 
ings? In little unhealthy rooms, many of 
which are home for four’or five persons. 
Jane Addams tells me the passenger depots 
are cro\ded every winter night with young 
people seeking innocent recreation, light, 
and warmth. New York has its Cooper In- 


stitute and Madison Square Garden, and the 


merchants have transformed a huge pier 
into a gl palace which is made as much 
like a park ¥s possible. 

** Gentlemen, you need something to make 
the people forget. Now, when you put up 
your building in the Lake Front Park put up 
alongside of it a people’s home, light it and 
heat it in winter, and have there free edu- 
cational lectures and innocent amusements. 
You will thus put off a little while the revul- 
sion that perhaps must come.”’ 

Retiring President Shayne, in response 
to Mr. Ela, read the bill prepared for the 
Legislature to show Mr. Ela’s suggestions 
were embodied in the association’s plans 
and ,meet the views of its members. 

A committee to push the bill will be ap- 
pointed at the first eting of the directors. 


S. H. HARRIS SCORES THE MAYOR 


Criticises His Courtesy and Adminis- 
tration—At Cigar and Tobacco 
Merchants’ Banquet. 


Mayor Harrison was criticised last night 
by Toastmaster Samuel H. Harris at the 
second annual dinner of the Cigar and To- 
bacco Merchants’ association at the Sher- 
man House, because, having accepted an 
invitation to attend the function and speak, 
he failed to be present. The date of the 
banquet even had been changed so as not 
t6 conflict with the Mayor’s engagements, 
and yet-he did not come. 

Amid roars of laughter the toastmaster 
read a letter of regret from the Mayor, 
stating that it was only a severe attack of 
the grip and the strict ordérs of his doctor 
that prevented him from being present. 

“It is strange,’’ said Mr. Harris, ‘*‘ that 
our Mayor was able to attend and seemingly 
enjoy a meeting called by his _ friends, 
‘Buck’ McCarthy and ‘ Mike’ McInerney, 
in the Twenty-ninth Ward on Saturday 
night and is wholly unable to come down 


here in his closed carriage. 


“Carter, when he beeame Mayor,” con- 
tinued the toastmaster, “‘ got to smoking 
‘stogies’ and a pipe. He was smoking a 
pipe when I gave him the invitation to at- 
tend the banquet. He was afraid of the 
moral influence of the Y. M. C. A. and the 
W.C. T. 

Speaking of the cigaret license the toast- 
master scored the administration and the 


police. 

“If the license was enforced,”’ he said, 
“if the city was honest, if the: Mayor in- 
tended to do what was right, if the Aldermen 
intended to do what was right, I would not 
need even to mention the cigaret license. 
I can name a hundred so-called prominent 
dealers in the down-town district who pay 
no license, and they say they have a ‘ pull.’ 
That ‘ pull,’ gentlemen, is costing you thou- 
sands of dollars a year. 

“If you want honest legislation elect hon- 
est legislators. Large appropriations are 
made and everything is in sight for the 
‘man in office,’ but nothing for the citizens. 
The present Council is the master of the peo- 
ple. Honest legislators are the servants of 
the people.” 

Mr. Harris scored a hit with anti-Harrison 
men in the association by saying that the 
members of the association would remember 
the Mayor’s absence when the election is 
held. William A. Vincent was substituted 
on the program in the place assigned to the 
Mayor. The toast was “ Chicago.” 

Since shortly after the audience compelling 
all cigaret dealers to pay a license of $100 
a year was passed the association has been 
fighting 1 This organization has about 
8,000 members. Their contention has been 
that the ordinance has worked as a black- 
maliing measure and that not to exceed 300 
dealers ever have been compelled to pay the 
license. Repeated efforts have been madeto 
get assistance from Mayor Harrison for 
the repeal of the measure and the passage 
of an ordinance carrying all necessary re- 
stricting provisions and powers, but fixing 
the annual fee at $10 so everybody could 
pay it. But nothing has been accomplished. 

It was because of this that the association 
went out last fall against the Democratic 
ticket. According to President Diffiey and 


- other leading members it will renew the at- 


— this spring by taking part in the cam- 
paign. 

At the “ smoker” and banquet of the St.

WASHINGTON WIDOW ASKED 850,000 
FOR ONE YEAR'S SERVICES. 


George Sladovitch Says His Standing 
and Diplomatic Ability Entitle Him 
to That Much—Withholds Securi- 
ties Belonging to Mrs. Olivia C. 
Starring, Who Gave Him Employ- 
ment—She Appeals to the Courts to 

_ Rescue Her Property. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 7.—[Special.J— 
Fifty thousand dollars is the price n 
by George Sladovitch, diplomat out of a 
Job, for a trifie over one year’s service as pri- 
vate secretary, with board, lodging, cloth- 
ing, and spending money thrown in, to Mrs. 
Olivia C. Starring, a wealthy widow prom- 
inent in Washington society, and to secure 
payment Sladovitch is holding negotiable se- 
curities representing in value more than 
$100,000.

In her bill |Mrs. Starring alleges it was 
understood such services were to be per- 
formed by Sladovitch in consideration of the 
bounty extended by her, and the employ- 
ment was only to continue until a perma- 
nent situation was obtained. 

A few days ago Mrs. Starring, having rea- 
son to believe Sladovitch had abused her « 
confidence, terminated his employment and 
notified him to vacate her premises, but 
before doing so to give up various securities 
and personal property belonging to her, , 
which he held. 


‘Sladovitch Makes Demands. 
Instead of! complying with this request 
Sladovitch made an instant demand for fhe 
payment of $50,000 as compensation for his 
services, declaring he would hold Mrs. Star- 
ring’s personal property subject to such lien.

TO MAKE PHYSICAL TESTS. 


Trustee Christopher Wants to Experi- 
ment to Discover Physical Power 
of School Children. 


The Board of Education wilil be asked to- 
‘night to 'take the initiative in new methods 
pertaining to child training. If the recom- 


‘“mendation of the Committee on Physical 


Culture that scientific tests of the physical 
cond.tion of the Chicago school children be 
adopted, Chicago will be the first to give 
Official recognition and experiment to one 
of the theories of the students of childhood. 
The proposition to ascertain the physical 
endurance of the children in the public 
schools has been made by Trustee W. 8S. 
Christopher. It is based upon the theory 
that at certain ages children arc more liable 
to fatigue tlian at others and that during 
such periods the requisite is comparative 
rest. 

Investigations by Dr. W. O. Krohn of the 
Hospital for the Insane at Kankakee, con- 
ducted among 32,000 school children, have 
indicated at the age of 8 years the fatigue 
period of a child is atits highest. From that 
age it decreases. The investigation also 
shows that the fatigue period recurs in cy- 
cles during the day, generally in the morn- 
ing between the hours of 10 and 11. 

If these results are substantiated by the 
tests which’Dr. Christcpher hopes to have 
introduced into the Chicago schools some 
changes in the course of study will present 
themselves as necessary.. It Will seem ad-

which the child reaches at the age of 8 
years, made lighter ard to have the lighter 
instruction of the day come at the hours at .

Princess Beatrice of Great Britain, widow 
of Prince Henry of Battenberg, who, after 
the death of Emperor Frederick, was un- 
doubtedly the chief faverite of all the sons- 
in-law of the Queen, is about to contract a 
second ma , and nothing else is being 
talked about in English court circles. In 
fact, so much importance is attached to the 
report that it may possibly be cabled to this 
country before this letter appears in print. 

The man whom the Princess is to marry 
is, like her former husband a foreigmer, and 
like him, too, not of royal birth. In fact, it 
is Count Albert Mensdorff, now Chargé 
d’Affaires of Austro-Hungary to the Court 
of St. James, and younger brother as well 
as heir of Prince Hugo of Dietrichetein, 
who is not a mediatized Pringe but merely 
an ordinary Austrian noble 

In spite of this Count Albert is a relative 
of the reigning house of Great Britain, his 
grandfather having married a Princess of 
the house of Saxe-Coburg and his father, 
the Prince Alexander Dietrichsen, hav- 
ing been the favorite cousin and the most 
intimate crony of the Prince Consort. 

Court Albert has spent his entire diplo- 
matic career in England, is one of the most 
popular members of London society, a con- 
stant visitor to Sandringham, and a still 
more frequent guest of G@ueen Victoria. In 
fact, he has spent almost the entire winter 
at Osborne with the Queen since the court 
moved to the Isle of Wight, driving out 
almost daily with the Queen and Princess 
Beatrice, or else with the Queen alone or 
‘Princess Beatrice alone. 

The Queen is extremely fond of him, an 
feeling sadly in want of some male relative 
to remain. by her side, to adapt himself to 
her whims and requirements—one, in fact, 
on whom she can lean for support and advice 
in a thousand trifling and serious matters 
that are cropping up at any moment—she 
looks to the Count to fill the place of poor 
*Liko” Battenberg, whose full value at 
court was never thoroughly appreciated 
until after his sudden and premature death. 

Of course there is a slight obstacle in the 
way of the match in the shape of the Count’s 
membership of the Roman Catholic Church. 
But it is held that, in view of the fact that 
the English constitution strictly prohibits 
marriages between members of the reigning 
family and Roman Catholics, the Count 
would readily consent to become a convert 
to the Church of England for the sake of 
so grand an alliance. He would likewise, 
as did Prince Henry of Battenberg, Prince 
Christian of Schleswig-Holstein, and the 
Prince Consort, become a naturalized Brit- 
ish subject. 

On the continent of Europe the alliance 
would be regarded in the light of a morgan- 
atic union. But, for the matter of that, the 
marriage of Princess Beatrice to Prince 
Henry of Battenberg was never considered 
abroad in the light of anything else, and the 
children now living of Prince Henry, like 
those of the Duke of Teck, only rank as 
morganatic issue at foreign courts. 

I presume that if the marriage takes place 
the Emperor of Arstria will display the 
same good will to the Count as he did in the 
case of that other Austrian officer, Count 
Franz Hohenstein, when he became the hus- 
band of Princess Mary of Great Britain. 
The Empcror on that decasion transformed 
Count Francis Hohenstein into a Duke of 
Teck, and it is probable that In the event 
ef Count Albert Mensdorff wedding Princess 
Beatrice of England he would in the same 
way confer a Dukedom upon Count Albert. 

There are various comments with regard 
to the projected alliance in English society. 
Some people are in favor of it, others 


against it. 


Count Albert differs from the other Ger- 
man Princes who have courted and married 
English Princesses in that he is rich even 
from an English and American point of view, 
his mother, who is still living, having been 
one of the greatest heiresses in Europe. 
Then, too, he is not only well known, but 
also extremely popular in London society, 
and so much of an Englishman in his ways, 
manners, and speech that it is doubtful 
whether any one who was not aware of his 
identity would ever dream of taking him for 
a foreigner. 

While this has its advantages, since the 
other German husbands of English Prin- 
cesses were entire strangers to English so- 
ciety, unable to speak the Inaguage, and 
thoroughly foreign in all their ways and 
manners at the time of their marriage, it 
has alsoits drawbacks. For it will naturally 
be somewhat difficult for all the people who 
have known and treated the handsome 
young Count as a mece foreign attaché and 
man-about-town to suddenly concede to him 
that deference which is more or less due to 
a son-in-law of the sovereign. 

The family to which the Count belong, let 
me add, is of French origin, and will be 
found, not tn part I. or II., butin part IIL. 
of the Almanach de Gotha. It.is of French 
origin and dates back to the thirteenth cen- 
tury. Its original name was Pouilly, which 
it took from the estate of that name in the 
Cote d'Orin France. It received the French 
title of Count in the year 1760, and it be- 
came, through its union with the helresses 
of the Austrian Counts of Mensdorff, part 
and parcel of the Austrian nobility. 

It was again, through marriage with the 
heiress of the princely heuse of Dietrich- : 
stein, that it was improved into the princely 
family of Dietrichste!n-Mensdorff-Poullly, 
and now once more, by marriage to Princess 
Beatrice of England, it is probable that the 
princely family will be promoted to ducal 
rank, 

No end of astonishment has been created 
in Great Britain bv the indiscriminate man- 
ner in which the Infanta Eulalie of Spain is 
selecting her acquaintances. She has been 
staying at all sorts of country houses which 
have never before been honored by royalty, 
either domestic or exotic, and some of the 
people with whom she has been stopping are 
so peculiar, socially and otherwise, that the 
nice people in England are fighting shy of 
her, and even the London press has taken 
up the matter, asking whether she really 
realizes the status, social and otherwise, of 
the people whom she is honoring with. her 
presence. 

Meanwhile her husband’s rame has been 
removed from the Spanish army list and he 
is no longer an officer of Spain. 


The Arthur Renshaw who has just mar- 
ried Lady Winifred Clements is not, as many 
people seem to suppose, the celebrated ten- 
nis player, but an exceedingly well-to-do 
company lawyer in London and who is quite 
well known in this country in connection 
with the number of big Mexican ventures. 
For many years he occupied what were 
probably the most peculiar bachelor quar- 
ters in London, making his home in the 
great stone archway which forms the en- 
trance to Constitution Hill, and which, 
facing Apsley House, formerly supported 
a huge equestrian statue of the Duke of Wel- 
lington. 
Of course the rooms in this big arch really 
belonged to the gatekeeper. But he leased 


+ them to Renshaw, who had them delight- 


fully furnished, and who, living thus within 
the gate, was able to enjoy, without the per- 
‘mission of the Queen, the much cherished 
right of riding and driving down Constitu- 
tion Hill, a privilege which, it.used to be 
said, was more difficult to secure from the 
crown that the grant of a peerage. 

Lady Winifred has been brought up en- 
tirely in Ireland in a rather harum-scarum 
fashion, and is a daughter of the Earl of 
Leitrim, now dead, and a grandniece of his 
predecessor, known and execrated through- 
out ‘the length and breadih of Ireland as 
‘the wicked Earl.’”’ In fact, so great was 
the abhorrence in which the wicked Earl 
was held that when he was murdered, in 
1878, the authorities took little or no trouble 
to discover the perpetrators of the crime. 
He hated his family, and when, after his 
murder, his will came to be read it was 


found that he had left almost everything 


that he possibly could away from the title. 
Thanks to the enterprise and economy of 
Lady Winifred’s father, her brother, the 
present Earl, who comes of age next year, 
will be quite well off.
